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‘Mountain Climber’ Tells Of Cave Trap

‘'My real hobby is mountain climbing.” 
John Pfeiffer laughed. 
After 20 daik, wet, cold hours huddled with 
his son and two ot the boy's companions in Car­ 
penter's Cave, Raubsville, before a rescuer bel­ 
lowed “ hello”, he was entitled to a laugh. 
In the comfortable living room of his New 
Hope home, in the shadow of the Bucks County 
Playhouse, the handsome, grey haired father last 
night recounted the damp, soggy hours of tense, 
chill hoping. 
“ It was always wet. We couldn't find a dry 
spot and after a couple of hours, the cold and 
damp just started to rip right through us.' 
The New Hope man, who is 42, nis son, Tony, 
l l , and school chums at Buckingham Friends 
School, Norman Ganter. l l , and Chris Ingham, 12, 
started out 8:30 Sunday morning for a spelunking 
tour. 
“ We had visited Lost (’ave in Hellertown the 
week before and I was so intrigued I wanted to 
try again this week. 
“ This time we decided to go it alone and stay 
away from the professional tours. 
“This is the first cave I have ever been in 
without a guide. 


“ It's a good bet it will probably be the last,” 
he said. 
After a real boy’s lunch of hot dogs, soda pop, 
and countless candy bars, the four went into the 
Raubsville cave. 
“We first tried another cave but that was 
boarded up. So we went into the Raubsville cave 
a little later. 
“ Movement was difficult. We had to creep 
along, sometimes feet first. 
“We were in the cave about an hour. Then 
we hit a dead end 
I turned for another path. I 
couldn’t find an open route. I looked around to 
get my bearings. The kids looked at me. They 
knew it. 
Tense Time 
“We were lost. 
“ My first thought was to preserve our light. 
We had three flashlights, one floodlight, and a 
line of rope. 
“It wasn’t much but the light was a comfort. 
To save the light, we turned all lights out for a 
while and sat in the dark. 
“The dampness crept up my body. I was 
always shivering. 
“ Every so often one of the kids would start to 
cry. They tried to be brave but they would let a

whimper go and moan about being there forever. 
“ I was scared, maybe more than the kids, but 
I tried to comfort them. They did the same with 
me. 
“When it grew real cold we would walk a 
few steps. Most of the time we just sat. We waited. 
We tried to sing We talked of next week. VVe talk­ 
ed of all the people that must be out looking for 
us. 
“ My watch was like an enemy. Time passed 
so slowly. Elach second was a labor. And the kids 
kept asking for the time. It was tough to hide it 
from them. 
“ It was tougher for me to look. 
“After a while it was morning. Only by my 
watch. It was still cold, still so damp, and still dark. 
“One flashlight died during the night. An­ 
other was dimming. The third was starting to 
flicker. We tried to ration the light. 
It was 
precious. 
“ Suddenly, it hit me. We may not be rescued. 
I was shivering. I thought to myself that this is 
what it feels like to die from exposure. 
“ One of the kids said it was just a nightmare. 
Pretty soon we will all wake up and be home. 
“ I prayed a little harder to myself. Somehow 
I felt at that instant we were going to make it.”
